The suicide of Hon. Elijah Hise, member of

His views,
being those of the old State Rights school,
were received with contempt as well as disfa-
vor by the ezultant and somewhat arrogant
Republican majority-—and thiz was extended,
it must to their disredit be added, to his style
of speaking—which  was slow, measured and
altogether too serious and sincere for the flip-
pant tone and temper of the House. Mr. Hise
‘was a short, stont man, of dark complexion,
with iron-grey hair brushed back from his fore-
head, a handsome earnest fuce which bore the
marks of’ the deep, sud concern which he [elt
to°his heart’s core for ‘the condition and pros-
pects of the country. He bad a clear logieal
mind and always made speeches well worthy of
a degree of attention which was seldom given
them io that House. On one oceasion, duaring
anight session, when he was brought in_long
aiter midnight uoder a eall from the House
and required to give a reason for his absence,
he proceeded to say that he was wearied by
the long session and greatly depressed in spirit
by the tone of the debates and what seemed to
him the sad coundition of public affairs; and,
fecling that he could be of no service there, he
had yielded to this depression and gone howe.
Quite incapable of believing such declarations
sipcere and enlitled to respect, the members
were inclined to regard themasinsulting to the
dignity of the House, and demaunds were madc
that they should be resented and punished.—

Hise was utterly bawildered by this reception
of what he had said—bat after a little time he
proceeded, while disavowing any such thought
or purpose as was imputed to_him, to explain
and vindicate what he had said; and this he
“did with so muck: digoity, that even the scoffing
railers who had assailed him were forced into
silence ‘and respect.  He was a man of the
greatest possible sincerity—of fine talents. an
aczomplished and successful lawyer, and held
“in the highest personal esteem by all who knew
